‘Administration Sets 
Six New Regulations 


Six rules and regulations of the 
University have been clarified and 
passed by the Administrative 
Council. The rules become effec- 


_ tive Feb. 1. 
According to President Milo - 


Bail, the changes were. made “to 
protect our own students, in some 
cases, and will especially affect 
transfer . students.” Although the 
rules’ are effective immediately, 
they will’ not be inserted in the 
General Catalog until it is: re- 
printed in 1955. 

The rules are as follows: 

1..A student who has met the 
requirements for a baccalaureate 
degree must complete a minimum 
of 30 additional hours at the Uni- 
versity for a second haccalaureate 
degree. A plan of study for addi- 
tional hours must be approved by 
the department head and dean of 
the college and must be filed in 
the registrar's office by the com~ 
pletion of the fifteenth hour. A 
student may receive two bacca~ 
laureate degrees at one time. 


‘2. The recorded grades for all 
University of Omaha courses and 
all gourss taken at other colleges 
and universities shall he used in 
determining the required-grade 

point average for transfer students 
hd may qualify for degrees with 
honors. 

3. Credits presented by transfer 
students for courses not given at 
the University will be reviewed 
by the Committee on Advanced 
Standing before the dean of the 
college concerned passes final ac- 
tion. Credits for two degrees, 
Bachelor of General Education and 


’ Bachelor of Military Science, are 


not -affected this regulation, 
‘4. A student may not change 
from audit to credit registration 
after the second week of a course 
(third .week in the College of 
nals Education).
